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Broome 


Transfer students from 
the public community 
colleges are fast becoming 
one of the most attractive 
student markets for four- 
year colleges and univer- 
sities. 

With high school 
graduates decreasing at a 
rapid rate, four-year in 
stitutions are turning to this 
potential applicant pool to 
help boost enrollments. 

Unlike past years, 
however, the private bac- 
ealaureate colleges are now 
entering the low-cost 
community colleges trying 
to appeal to their students. 

This recent development 
has occurred for several 
reasons. 


With 500 GAF workers 
now unemployed as a result 
of the company’s latest 
layoffs, Broome Community 
College is again offering the 
use of its resources to help 
them retrain and readjust to 
this mid-career trauma, 
according to Acting BCC 
President Terry A. Cline. 

BCC will participate in 
Friday's Job Fair at the 
Arena for the 500 GAF 
workers who have been laid

Costs at the private 
colleges have risen 30-50 
percent in the last few years. 

This has deterred many 
middle to upper-middle 
income families from sen- 
ding their sons or daughters 
directly into private schools. 

To save money,- families 
are electing to defer the 
private college endeavor 
until the student at the 
community college has 
developed a direction in 
pursuing a_ post-secondary 
education. 

Another factor is that a 


community college 
education is no _ longer 
considered inferior. Many 


states have invested millions 
of dollars into their com-

munity colleges. 

The result has been im- 
proved facilities and com- 
petent instruction providing 
a quality of education that is 
at par with the first two 
years of most baccalaureate 
schools in the country. 

Federal financial aid 
programs have greatly 
reduced the cost difference 
between the private colleges 
and their public coun- 
terparts. 

This has enhnaced the 
flexibility of the typical 
community college student. 

A 25-30 percent increase in 
the availability of financial 
aid to middle and lower 
income families has allowed 
the private college to 

| 


become a valid choice when 
the search begins for a four- 
year college. 

All things considered, the 
community college transfer 
student is at the forefront of 
the present-day student 
markets four-year colleges 
are pursuing. 

This has given transfer 
students newfound leverage 
when seeking a_ bac- 
calaureate college of their 
choice. However, transfer 
students may advance their 
selection of a four-year 
college by taking into ac- 
count several important 
factors. 

Initially, students should 
carefully plan their transfer 
to ensure their final selection

is the most correct. Transfer 
students should have secure 
goals and objectives for 
wanting to continue their 
education. They should 
clarify the environment and 
atmosphere in which they 
would like to live for the final 
two years of college. Visiting 
several colleges with similar 
programs allows com- 
parison. 

When visiting a college 
several important questions 
should be asked. How does 
the college view the transfer 
student? Are they numbers 
or potential contributing 
members of the academic 
community? What types of 
programs and services are 
offered transfer students? 
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Does the four-year college 
have the intended major? 
And finally, will the course 
work completed at the 
community college be ac- 
cepted for credit towards 
graduation requirements at 
the four-year college? 


Community college 
students considering con- 
tinuing their education 
should seek the professional 
help of the transfer coun- 
selors on their campus. 

Transfer counselors are 
equipped to guide students in 
directions where informed 
and intelligent decisions are 
the end result when seeking 
that four-year college or 
university.

off. At that time other 
companies in the area will 
show what employment 
opportunitities exist with 
them. 

The college will have a 
booth there to show how the 
college’s testing and 
counseling services, as well 
as its Placement Office and 
educational offerings can 
assist these former GAF 
employees, as they did 2% 
years ago when GAF laid off 
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1,100 people. 

The college also plans to 
send letters to all 500 to be 
sure they are aware of how 
the college can help them. 

Back in 1978, with the help 
of the state-funded Job 
Service and GAF, BCC 
contacted all of the 1,100 who 
were then laid off, and 91 of 
them enrolled as students at 
BCC. That was for the fall 
1978 semester, and they 
received financial 


assistance through the 
federally-supported Trade 
Readjustment Act. 

Of that number, 79 con- 
tinued their enrollment in 
the spring semester, and 30 
of them did well enough to 
make the President’s or 
Dean’s List for academic 
excellence. There are still 31 
of them who are students at 
BCC, most of whom are 
candidates for graduation in 
May. 


Almost all of those who 
have left BCC since their 
original enrollment, either 
returned to their jobs at GAF 
or found employment with 
another company, according 
to BCC’s Counseling and 
Student Development 
Center. 

No federal readjustment 
funds have yet been made 
available for these latest 500 
GAF unemployeds, nor is 
there any indication yet 


whether any such assistance 
will be offered. But Cline 
pointed out that most of 
them would be eligible for 
federal and state student 
financial aid, if they decided 
to enroll at BCC in a 
program that could retrain 
them for new careers. 

“Tt certainly seems that it 
would be wise for these 
people to at least come and 
talk to our counselors,”’ 
Cline said. 
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Dear Editor: 


In the 27 February 1980 
issue of the Fulcrum, one of 
the writers, Mark DeMaria, 
made some rather strong 
accusations about alleged 
prejudice by Security Of- 
ficers at Broome Com- 
munity College. I would like 
to take this opportunity to 
answer his accusations and 
to make a statement to the 
Student Body. 

Mr. DeMaria accused 
Security Officers of writing 
tickets in areas that are not 
clearly marked. If he is 
talking about grass areas, he 
may have a valid point. In 
fact, the appeals board 
waived a number of tickets 
on those grounds and signs 
have been posted to remedy 
that situation. If he is talking 
about distinguishing visitor 
and staff lots from students’ 
lots, he is “‘way off base.” 
Each student that complies 
with the rules and registers 
his-her car, is given a list of 
rules and regulations con 
cerning the operation of 
Motor Vehicles on the 


campus. This includes a map 
and an explanation of 
parking regulations. 

Mr. DeMaria then accused 
showing 


Security of 
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“favoritism” to faculty and 
staff members. Had Mr. 
DeMaria taken the time to 
research his topic before 
going to print, he would have 
found that the college board 
of trustees set up the parking 
regulations, and assign 
faculty lots, not the Security 
Division. 

Mr. DeMaria accused 
Security of not “‘patroling” 
student lots. His reason for 
believing this is the “hap 
hazard’’ way in which 
vehicles are parked in “‘J- 
lot’. I agree with Mr. 
DeMaria that a_ problem 
does exist. However, his 
solution seems to be the 
ticketing or towing of cars. 
Is this really a solution in 
this case? Which car or cars 
should be ticketed or towed? 
The problem arises when 
compacted snow covers the 
ground and lines are not 
visible. Early in the morning 
cars park where they believe 
the lines to be and students 
arriving after snow has 
melted see lined spaces and 
proceed to park three-deep. 
Which student was 
irresponsible? How does the 
Security Officer determine 
which student parked 
irresponsibly? Should we 
arbitrarily tow or ticket 


these vehicles? 

Mr. DeMaria seems upset 
that the Security Officers 
patrol faculty lots more 
heavily than student lots. In 
any community, however, 
patrols by Law Enforcement 
personnel are always 
heaviest where the problems 
are the greatest. Should 
things really be different in 
the Campus Community? 
Mr. DeMaria wants more 
patrol of Student lots; this 
can be arranged. However, 
in order to spend more time 
patroling student lots, we 
would have to decrease the 
amount of time that we 
spend doing other duties, 
such as: jump starting 
student vehicles after they 
left the lights on while in 
class, or helping to unlock 
the car door after a student 
locked his-her keys in the 
car. As it is, Security Of- 
ficers spend approx. 25 
percent of their time 
patroling student lots. 

Mr. DeMaria also neglects 
to tell you that he received a 
ticket on 26-80. He was very 
upset about it and pleaded 
with the Director of Security 
to waive the ticket. The 
Director of Security referred 
the ticket to the appropriate 
officer, who investigated Mr 
DeMaria’s complaint and on 
2-7-80, the ticket was waived. 
According to Mr. DeMaria’s 
article, there is no justice. If 
this is not justice, what is 
justice?

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Mr. DeMaria should also 
realize that appeals board 
exists which is set up to 
review complaints about 
tickets by students. Any 
tickets thought to be unfair 
may be appealed to that 
board (Security is not 
represented on that board). 
This seems to be a viable 
system ot checks and 
balances. 

In the end, I find Mr. 
DeMaria’s complaints to be 
misdirected. His accusations 
of prejudice are unfounded. 
His complaints about hap- 
hazard parking in J-lot 
should be directed at the few 
irresponsible students who 
cause those problems. 
Should Mr. DeMaria want 
Rules and Regulations 
changed, he should make 
those wishes known to those 
in a position to change the 
rules; not to the enforcement 
body. 

As always, the Security 
Division is open to any 
constructive suggestions as 
to how we can improve our 
service to Broome Com- 
munity College students, 
faculty and staff. Keep in 
mind that an appeals board 
is set up to handle your 
complaints about parking 
tickets. In case you don’t 
know, the appeals board is 
comprised of one student, 
one faculty member and one 
staff member.

The results of the new 
income verification program 
that matches the income 
information listed on a 
student’s application for a 
State Tuition Assistance 
Program (TAP) grant with 
income reported on State 
income tax returns were 
announced today by Eileen 
D. Dickinson, President of 
the New York State Higher 
Education Services Cor- 
poration. The program has 
triggered the recalculation 
of 15 percent of the 1979-80 
TAP awards, with a _ net 
savings to the State of $3.7 
million. 

“We must be sure TAP 
money goes where the law 
directs it to go. Income 
verification is another step 
in the Corporation’s effort to 
insure meticulous  ad- 
ministration of the tuition 
assistance program,” Mrs. 
Dickinson said. As a result of 
checking 330,000  ap- 
plications against tax 
returns, 26,000 students have 
been sent letters advising 
them that their TAP awards 
for the current academic 
year will be decreased, while 
16,000 students have been 
advised that their awards 
will be.increased. The award 
decreases.total. $7.4. million 
é award increases total 

.¢ million. Mrs. Dickinson 
noted that over 70 percent of 


students whose awards were 
reduced had a net taxable 
family income of over 
$10,000; 25 percent had in- 
comes over $20,000. 

Since TAP awards are 
calculated on the basis of 
family income, the new 
income verification program 
(IVP) has been designed as 
an integral part of the TAP 
application processing 
system. ‘“‘Although we found 
that 85 percent of 
applications filed for tuition 
assistance are consistent 
with State income tax 
returns, the very size of the 
program means that there is 
a significant population 
whose awards must be 
adjusted,” Mrs. Dickinson 
explained. In the 1979-80 
academic year, New York 
State’s tuition assistance 
program will provide $255 
million in financial aid to 
over 350,000 State residents. 
“The Corporation is ac- 
countable for these public 
funds and must use every 
available means to improve 
the accuracy of all TAP 
awards,”’ Mrs. Dickinson 
said. “‘We are hopeful that 
IVP will encourage accurate 
reporting of income on the 
1980-81 TAP application 
which is scheduled for 
distribution next month,” 
she added.

phasized that the match 
process was. carefully 
developed by the Cor- 
poration, in cooperation with 
the Department of Taxation 
and Finance, to safeguard 
confidentiality of student 
and family tax records. The 
Corporation first compiled a 
computer tape of all 1978 
incomes reported on 1979-80 
TAP applications. This tape 
was then sent to the Tax 
Department which matched 
income tax return in- 
formation to the tape. When 
inconsistencies were found, 
the Tax Department 
reported the difference to the 
Corporation and the award 
was recalculated. In this 
way, Mrs. Dickinson said, 
tax returns remain in the 
Tax Department’s files. 

Sutdents with no change in 
their awards will not be 
contacted by the Cor- 
poration. The 16,000 students 
whose awards have been 
increased have been mailed 
an adjusted award cer- 
tificate explaining the in- 
crease and the amount of the 
new award. Their sup- 
plemental payments will be 
distributed through colleges 
in the normal TAP payment 
process. 

The 26,000 students whose 
awards have been decreased 
have been notified by letter 
from the Corporation ex- 
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plaining the reduction and 
listing the amount either to 
be deducted from their 
future TAP awards or to be 
paid directly to the Cor- 
poration. Most of the money 
will be collected from spring 
payments at the colleges. 

Mrs. Dickinson noted that 
these letters have been sent 
to. the student’s home ad 
dress in envelopes specially 
marked “IVP - Dated 
Material.” ‘It is most im- 
portant that this letter be 
opened immediately either 
by the parent or forwarded 
to the student as soon as 
possible since the sfudent 
has only a 30 day period from 
the mailing date to request a 
review of the Corporation’s 
decision,” Mrs. Dickinson 
said. 


~A student receiving notice 

of a reduced award may opt 
either to accept the Cor- 
poration’s decision or 
request a review of the 
decision. If the student 
chooses the review process, 
all family earners listed on 
the application must sign an 
authorization form included 
in the letter and return it to 
the Corporation. The 
completed authorization 
allows a manual inspection 
by the Tax Department of 
the student’s and family 
income tax returns.

Dear Mr. President: 


We share your disap- 
pointment with the failure of 
the United Nations Com- 
mission to secure the release 
of the American hostages 
now being held in Iran, and

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Inflation 


If there is one thing that 
unites our nation today, it is 
inflation. The fear of it; and 
the growing determination 
that dramatic action is 
necessary to control it. 

As this report goest to 
press, our people await 
President Carter’s an- 
nouncement of his new anti- 
inflation program. I don’t 
know the details yet, but I 
hope that they will reflect a 
comprehensive and direct 
attack on this spreading 
disease 

The remedy for inflation 
most often mentioned is a 
balanced federal budget. 
There is increasing support 
in the country and in 
Congress for this, and I will 
support the effort to balance 
the budget this year. Under 
the circumstances, it is an 
indispensable signal to the 
country that our government 
is serious about inflation 

If we hope to conquer 
inflation what we must have, 
above all, is restraint. 
Restraint in spending. 
Restraint in pricing. 
Restraint in energy con 
suming. If the government 
itself appears unable or 
unwilling to exercise 
restraint, there is not much 
chance that others in society 
will do so. 

Therefore, balancing the 
federal budget is an im- 
portant example. Its 
greatest benefit would be to 
demonstrate that leadership 
and restraint are possible 
under these extraordinary 
circumstances, and hope 
fully that would reduce the 
inflationary psychology 
which now pervades our 
society 


At the same time, it is 
important that we recognize 
the burdens and limitations 
of balancing the budget. 

In the first place, it will not 
be easy or convenient. In 
fact, it is going to hurt. 
People usually favor a 
balanced budget in prin 
ciple, but are quick to anger 
when their favorite 
programs are cut. And, let’s 
face it, we all have programs 
which are important to us— 
and which we believe are 
also vital to the nation. Yet, 
we are sometimes shocked 
to find that not everyone 


agrees One __ person’s 
““necessity’’ is another 
person’s ‘‘fat.”’ 

The only fair way to 
balance the budget, 


therefore, is to spread the 
burden equitably. If budget 
cutting is to have broad 
acceptance, there must be 
no sacred cows. Each 
segment of our population, 
and each special interest, 
must be prepared to accept 
some sacrifice—for the 
Common Good. 

There is a second fact we 
should understand about a 
balanced budget. Standing 
alone, it will not cure in- 
flation. Most economists 
agree that given a budget of 
$600 billion, eliminating a 
deficit of $20 billion will 
probably have a direct 
impact. on inflation of only 
about four-tenths of one 
percent. This is “because 
deficit spending is-not the 
sole cause of inflation. 
Unfortunately, the roots of 
inflation are much deeper 
and more pervasive than 
that

ingful- program must do 
more than set a good 
example. It. must begin to 
comprehensively deal with 
the many causes of inflation. 

For example, it must 
address more effectively our 
dependence on foreign oil. 
Imports now account for 
about 45 percent of our 
petroleum needs, and OPEC 
has increased prices by 100 
percent in the last year. This 
has had a devastating effect 
on our economy. The fact is 
that energy prices will 
continue to rise until we 
substantially reduce our 
dependence on OPEC oil. 

A sound inflation policy 
must also address the 
problem of declining 
productivity in this country. 
Savings and capital in- 
vestment must be en- 
couraged. Unnecessary and 
costly regulation must be 
eliminated. More incentives 
should be provided for 
employee stock ownership, 
thereby giving workers a 
greater stake in their output. 

Competition should be 
stimulated, not suppressed. 
This means vigorous en- 
forcement of anti-trust laws, 
special encouragement for 
small business, and a 
minimum of protection from 
foreign competition, 

These are onlya few of the 
many steps which a real 
anti-inflation policy must 
take. The point is that a 
band-aid approach is not 
enough. A one-step strategy 
will not do. Therefore, as 
signficant as balancing the 
budget may be a signaling 
government resolve, we 
must now join together in 
supporting and im- 
plementing a comprehensive 
plan to beat inflation.
